1 y asked if I could see the ma.chine used to roll the elongated coins. 

Betty explained how the machine worked and she even rolled a couple of coins 
so that I could actually see how it worked. 

Rudy explained how the dies were made and engraved. This was all very ex¬ 
citing, hut the highlight came when Betty asked if I would like to roll a 
coin myself. To my surprise it was not as easy as it looked. First the 
coins has to he placed gust right and the proper tension must he set on the 
machine depending upon the type coin being rolled. Then you push the coin 
with a piece of wood with the left hand and crank the machine with the 
right hand, which requires muscle power. 

In closing I would like to thank Burt for introducing me to Rudy and Betty 
Skaritka, and most of all to the nicest couple I have ever met, who took 
time to explain the process of rolling elongated coins and for making this 
day one which I will never forget. 


Everyone has a favorite coin in his or her collection, and my favorite coin 
is the elongated I rolled myself. 



When space permits I plan to use descriptions of the Chicago World’s Fair 
as published in The Official Guide Book of the World’s Fair of 1934. This 
article is about the Sky Ride described in the present tense, so sit back 
and the year is 1934. 

The Sky Ride mainland tower is near the south end of the Avenue of Flags. 
The spectacular steel web towers of the Sky Ride, rising 628 feet in the 
air, are the highest man-made structures west of the Atlantic coast. At 
their tops are observation platforms from which is obtained a matchless 
view of the Exposition spread out below you like a brilliantly colored 
map, with the lake on one side and on the other the miles of buildings 
of Chicago. At night the.scene is an incredible spectacle of colored 
light and movement. 

The Sky Ride illumination is a striking feature of the night view of the 
Exposition. The top of each tower is bathed in soft green light and the 
observation platfoims are circled with crimson light. Thousands of bulbs 
outline the lofty netwoxic of cables against the sky. 

Aerial cable track of the Sky Ride crosses the lagoons at the 210 foot 
level for a trip between the towers, which are 1,850 feet apart. In the 
boat-shaped observation cars the ride is a thrilling novelty, enjoyed in 
perfect safety. 

To make possible this tremendous attraction five great companies joined 
forces. These were: Great Lakes Dredge and Dock Company, Mississippi 
Valley Structural Steel Company, Inland Steel Company, Otis Elevator 
Company and John A. Roebling’s Sons Co. 

The Sky Ride is one of the outstanding engineering works of the century. 
The network of steel cables connecting them is one of the world's longest 
suspension bridges, equal in length to the Ambassador Bridge at Detroit 
connecting the United States and Canada. During the 1933 Eijqposition 
2,6l6,3S9 persons went up the towers and crossed in the observation cars.

I have considered this as I had previously 
expressed my desire not to run for any offices in 1975. However, I.would 
prefer to s'cc a. new face in office. Surely whoever is elected President 
would be capable of holding office provided the proper support is given. 

I would like to propose that the Executive board (excluding Secretary- 
Treasurer) and the Board of Directors be open to members not only in the 
Chicago area but throughout the country. Please step forward and announce 
the office you would like to hold. It will not be necessary to attend 
meetings as long as correspondence can be executed through the mail and 
newsletter. I take these suggestions and changes upon myself unless the 
B.O.D. and membership states elsewise. 

Our Constitution and By-laws are outdated in my opinion considering the 
events which have taken place.
